AND APPOINTMENTS. 

3. RESOURCE RECOVERY CONFERENCE BACKGROUND: UNDER THE 
RESOURCE CONSERVATION AND RECOVERY ACT OF 1976 (RCRA), THE 
SECRETARY OF COMMERCE IS DIRECTED TO: 

-ENCOURAGE GREATER COMMERCIALIZATION OF PROVEN RESOURCE 
RECOVERY TECHNOLOGY, 

-PUBLISH GUIDELINES FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF SPECIFICATIONS 
FOR THE CLASSIFICATION OF MATERIALS RECOVERED FROM WASTE, 
-IDENTIFY THE GEOGRAPHIC LOCATION OF EXISTING OR POTENTIAL 
MARKETS FOR RECOVERED MATERIALS, 

-IDENTIFY THE ECONOMIC AND TECHNICAL BARRIERS TO THE USE 
OF RECOVERED MATERIALS, 

-ENCOURAGE THE DEVELOPMENT OF NEW USES FOR RECOVERED 
MATERIALS, 

-EVALUATE THE COMMERCIAL FEASIBILITY OF RECOVERY FACILI- 
TIES, AND 

-DEVELOP DATA TO ASSIST IN THE SELECTION OF RECOVERY SYS- 
TEMS. 

4. THE DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE, OFFICE OF ENVIRONMENTAL AF- 
FAIRS IS PLANNING AN INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE FOR 1979 ON 
INDUSTRIAL/MUNICIPAL RESOURCE RECOVERY AND UTILIZATION COM- 
PLEXES. THE PURPOSE OF THE CONFERENCE IS TO SEARCH FOR 
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WAYS TO ENCOURAGE INVESTMENT IN RESOURCE RECOVERY AND REUSE 
FACILITIES THAT WILL ENHANCE COMMUNITY ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 
AND INCREASE UTILIZATION OF RECOVERED MATERIALS, PROTECT 
THE ENVIRONMENT, AND PROMOTE MORE EFFECTIVE USE OF ENERGY 
RESOURCES IN OUR SOCIETY. 

5. THE CONFERENCE WHICH WILL RUN FOR TWO AND ONE-HALF 
WORKING DAYS WITH AN ESTIMATED ATTENDANCE OF 300 PARTICI- 
PANTS IS SCHEDULED TO TAKE PLACE IN DETROIT, MICHIGAN, IN 
THE FALL OF 1979. 

6. THE CONFERENCE PLAN WILL BE DESIGNED TO ACHIEVE MAXIMUM 
EFFECTIVE INTERACTION AMONG THE PARTICIPANTS WHICH WILL IN- 
CLUDE SELECTED PRINCIPAL OFFICERS OF CITIES, COUNTIES, 
METROPOLITAN REGIONAL BODIES, AND STATES; DIRECTING OFFI- 
CIALS OF PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENTS; SENIOR OFFICERS OF 
FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS; AND DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN BUSINESS 
INVESTORS. FOREIGN REPRESENTATION ON THE PROGRAM AND PRO- 
GRAM ADVISORY COMMITTEE WILL BE INCLUDED IN THE CONFERENCE 
PLAN.
